GOVERNOR DUNNE 
POR FIRE PROTECTION 

For the lesson herein set forth and | 
in order to arouse our people to a vivid-! 
sense of fire dangers and induce them 
to take more active interest in the sub* 
ject, 1 hereby proclaim that Friday, the 
nineth day of,October, 1911. be known 
as "State Fire Prevention Day", and I 
earnestly recommed that our people ob- 
serve it by a general cleaning up. and 
removal of rubbish, trash and waste 
from thier premises. 

Let all heating apparatus and chim- 
neys be carefully gone over and placed 
in a proper condition for winter use. 

Let all public and private institutions, 
hotelfl, asylums, factories and theaters 
be carefully looked over on that day 
and. when neccessary, any change made 
that will further protect the safety of 
the occupants. 

Let local authorities give attention to 
the' matter of better building regulat- 
ions, fire protection and prevention, as 
well as added apparatus for fire fight- 
ing. . 

Lastly, let fire drills be held on that 
day tn Institutions, factories and in 
public, parochial and private schools, 
and I earnstly recommend that teachers 
instruct their pupils, throngh short 
talks and proper programs, on the 
dangers of fire and the simple means of 
fire protection.

"Would you recommend such a plan 
for Waukegan township?" he was ask- 
ed by a representative. 

*'I can't say that such a plan in need: 
ed in this township but there are many 
townships in which it would be a decid- 
ed advantage," he replied. "It has 
been found that the plan is a big im- 
provement over the present plan of hav- 
ing three road commisioners where 
these commissioners are inactive and do 
not secure the decided results. 

"Where one commissioner is appoint- 
ed todo the work of three; he is usually 
a man who is well 6tted for- the work 
and he is able to discharge his duties in 
a satisfactory manner. Often times we 
find townships where, the three com- 
missioners pay little attention to the 
duties of their office. There are many 
times especially when harvesting is be- 
ing done or thefe is much work to be 
done on their farms that they complet- 
ly neglect the duties of road commis- 
sioner and devote all their time to their 
own business and theroadsof the town- 
ships suffer as a result. 

"It is possible to make it an induce- 
ment for one commissioner to devote all 
his time to his duties and he is able to 
secure better results. Mind you, I say 
this Is true In many townaphips. In 
Waukegan township we have some road 
commissioners who take a keen Inter- 
eat in their duties and work hard to see 
that they are discharged In a competent 
and satisfactory manner. I cannot see 
where the plan of having one commis- 
sioner would be an Improvement here 
but there aVe many township where the 
same cannot be said. As a general 
thing the one commissioner plan would 
work out well in Lake County the same 
as it does elsewhere." 

Mr. Russsll says this was one of the 
interesting topics discussed at the meet- 
ing. There were several others and the 
superintendents who attended all re- 
ceived some helpful suggestions which 
thev will be able to put into effect.

For the first time in the history of 
the country, the number of women seek- 
ing naturalization papers has become of 
moment Naturalization day In circuit 
court which began Tuesday morning 
completed Wednesday, showing many 
women seeking their first papers to- 
wanls becoming naturalized American 
citizens. The unusual number of wo- 
men who has applied -for their first 
paper is due it Is believed to the enfran- 
chisemtnt of women of Illinois. The 
women realizing that the fair, sex of the 
state have been given the right to vote, 
they have decided to take advantage of 
the concession. 

In previous years the unmarried 
women of the foreign classes of the 
city, showed little or no desire to'be- 
come citizens of the United States. In 
fact thev regarded theaction with ex- 
treme indifference. The desires have 
been reversed to a last degree at this 
period, however, for the court of the 
last two days has received many appli- 
cations for the first papers.

The doctor questioned the woman and 
tried to prevail upon her'to reveal her 
identity:

from Chicago. I am a business womanl 
There was nothing else to do. I had 
been In business and failed and rather 
than go down and out I chose this way. 
I notified my sister, and I straighteneii 
out all my affairs with mv lawyer bei,^ - 
fore I left, so there really can i>5rt*- j*^ ** 
use in telling you more. That'sall.** 

The woman refused to talk further. 
A short time later she lapsed into un* 
consciousness. 

Residents of Sal£m Wbre questioned^ 
but none of them were able to identify 
her. She appeared to be about fifty 
years of age and wore a blue tailored 
suit of the latest model. 

Authorities of ^alem found during 
the afternoon that the woman had sent 
the following telegram from Salem: 

"J. S. Beevell, Missouri Valley,Iowa» 
Don't act till you hear from me. 'E.C.*' 
. Shortly after 7 o'clock a telegram ad*. . 
'dressed to the marshal was received at 
Salem. It waa from Missouri Valley^ 
and signed by J. S'. Beevell. It asked 
the marshall to look out for a woman' . 
from Chicago answering the descrip-^' 
tion of the mystery woman, and ended 
with the words, "Has suicidal intent '^ 

Sheriff Acken could find no cle-wfrom' 
the woman's clothing or effects that 
would point to her identity. . He phon* 
ed the Chicago police and asked that 
detectives be assigned to learn who 
the woman is. ' 

The woman was on Monday night 
identified as Miss Esther Crawford, a 
school 'teacher for the last twenty-five 
years in Iowa. 

Late in the evening she was removed 
from Dr. Fletcher's home in Salem to 
Kenosha. She wassaid to be weak;but 
out o^danger. ^ ' 

From Mrs. Perrine Purcell of Mis- 
souri Valley, Iowa, a sister It was 
learned that Miss Crawford, who is 50- 
yeara old, had been a school teacher 
for twenty-five years in Iowa, Twenty 
years ago she was an instructor In the

Detailed Reports Show That the 
Slaughter Must Have Been Terrific 

' — Really a Succcsion of Battles In 
Which Each Side Was Enabled to 
Gain a Temporary Advantage. 

From British Wur Omce, Sept. 21.— 
The secen-duy battle of the Alsne 
uppoarsto bo golns ngninat Germany. 
U'hlle their posltlona are udmltlcd by 
the Trench to be still strong, their 
lines httve been pierced until, instead 
of prcflonllng a continuous wall to the 
enemy, they iire now divided Into 
three groups on Intrenched hills, which 
ure likely to ho Isolated. 
. The tirat oC these positions Is be- 
lieved to he on the bunk of the Olae. 
the second near the center of tho front 
and the third east of Uhelms. 

General von Kluk's army is report- 
ed In one dispatch from Paris to be in 
retreat and the crown prince has been 
rushed further west by the allies* left 
wins. The I'Vench oUlcial statements 
declare that all attacks of the enemy 
north of Rhelms have been repulsed 
und that the ulilcs are advancing cast 
of that city, which has been practical- 
ly destroyed by the German shells. 

Tho losses on both sides are admit* 
tedly heavy. The allies* left wing, after 
making progress on tho right bank of 
tho Olse, was forced to yield ground, 
under a violent counter-attack made 
by superior numbers, but the state- 
ment adds that tlic lost ground was 
Immediately regained. 

At the Front, Sept 20.— The battle 
along the line from r/oyoii to the 
Franco-German frontle.f on the east 
was continued all daV Saturday.

Severe Russian Reverses, 

Tho extent of the Russian revcraea 
In East Prusela Is not yet definitely 
known. Petrograd dispatches deny 
that the situation la anything like as 
bad as tho Berlin reports would In- 
dicate. The German version Is aet 
forth in tho following wireless dis- 
patches from Berlin: 

"General von HIndenberg (tho Gor- 
man commander In East Prussia) haa 
telegraphed Emperor William that tho 
Vllna (Russian) army, consisting of 
the First.

Announces Capture of Maubeuge. 

Berlin has ofilclally announced that 
the fall of Maubeuge took place on 
September 9. with 400 guns and 40,000 
prisoners. 

President Answ«rs Protest. 

Responding to Emperor William's 
protest against the French-Britlah 
armies* alleged use .of dumdum bul- 
lets and to the Belgian commlsslonera' 
presentation of atrocity charges 
agalnet tho German troops. President 
Wilson made virtually Identical re- 
plies. Tho keynote of his anawer 
was: 

*'U would be inconalatent with the 

neutral position of any nation, which 

like this, haa no part in the contest, 

to form or express a final Judgment." 

Boys Called to the Colors. 

Boys under twenty are being called 
to the colore In France. A decree la- 
aued permits the mother or guardian 
of a youth under twenty years to act 
as a substitute for the absent father in 
authorizing tho young man to volun- 
teer for tho war.

Says Recent Offensive Movement 

Has Been Successful — RuBBln>"]

On tho Battle l^ont, Sept. 21 (via 
Paris). — Tho western wing of the Ger- 
man lino has been thrust back about 
seven miles during the last 48 hours 
DB a sequel to continuous flghting night 
and day. 

Both armies, despite cxtrerao 
fatigue, ahow the utmost determina- 
tion not to yield an Inch of ground 
without a terrible struggle, but the 
fresher troops at tho disposal of tho 
allied commanders have gradually 
forced the Germans to recede. 

"The artillery Is engaged In an In- 
cessant roar and tho troops are being 
given very little rest," says tho Lou- 
don Telegraph's correspondeut ut Erne- 
ville. 

"Every trench won on the left bus 
boon won by tho greatest sacrifices. 
Some of tho British regiments havo 
paid dearly, but the French have 
brought up fresh heavy ordnance and 
both British and French ro-enforce- 
meuts are hurrying to the line through 
tho railway to Solsspns, directly be- 
hind tho British position. 

"All the whll» the battle has pro- 
ceeded a small army of civilians has 
been out burying the dead. The Gor- 
man dead are burned." 

The British press bureau mado this 
announcement: 

"Since the last report was recelvsd 
from General French further counter- 
attacks have been made and auccoas- 
fully repulsed." 

Tho Paris war ofilco saya: 

"Tho engagements today have been 
leas violent We havo made apprecia- 
ble progress, notably between Rlieima 
and tho Argonne." . 

An official stat-ement Issued at Ber- 
lin saya: 

"Tho plan of the French waa to at- 
tack tho flank of tho Gorman right 
wln.g. Thla plan waa unsucceasful aud 
thr French Bustaincd severe losses. 
Three days ago the Germans assumed 
tho ofl^enalve. 

"Tho German right wing has been 
very greatly re-enforced, aa also had 
the center. Tho main force la be- 
tween Berry-au-Bac and the forest of 
Argonne. 

"The fortress of Verdun la being at- 
tacked from two sides. 

"The attacks on tho French are pro- 
gressing at several points In the cen- 
tral Vosges. At Donon, near Sononoa, 
27 miles southeast of Lunevllle, near 
Saolea, in the German Vosges, their 
offensive has been repulsed." 



Russian Grip Holds. 

Paris, Sept. 23. — In a message from 
Petrograd the Ilavas correspondent 
saya that during: tho lost three days 
the Russians In Galielu have captured 
15,000 Auatrlana. including 150 ofilcerti. 
Many cannon, quick-firo guns and sup- 
plies also have been taken. 

Austrian ucroplancH which flow"^ver 
tho Russian army wore destroyed, tho 
correspondent continues. On the body 
of a dead aviator were found Hats of 
tho Austrian reserves, together with 
notes as to their positions, which 
greatly aided the Rusatans. 

The Russian grip on the scattered 
Austrian forces In Gallcia Is holding 
relentlessly. According to Petrograd 
advices tho fortress of Jaroslau la be- 
ing bombarded, Przemyal has been in- 
vested and General Dankl's army, 
which is retreating toward Cracow, 
has been surrounded.

British Army Hard Hit. 

London, Sept. 23. — Seven hundred 
and ninety-seven British ofilcera aro 
among the killed, wounded and rolas-

One hundred und thirty ofllcers have 
boon killed, 388 ^havo been wounded 
and 279 ore missing.

Lond»n.-ImporUint details of the 
opcratlona of the Hrltlsh army In 
France are contnlned In a report 
which the war ollico Issued. 

When the German army began lis 
eaatwarl movement to out the rrcnch 
center, according to General French, 
U waa Ignoring the lirUlHh ns a factor 
in the fight. Tho allies began a gen- 
eral advance on September 7 against 
the German rear gujird ot their right 
wing, which had been left along the 
nivor Ourcq. The Mrltlyh army wub 
re-onforccd. The Germans begun a re- 
tirement on their right on the Heventh. 
It was the first time they had turned 
back since tho battle of Monw. 

According to letters found nn prla- 
onore they had expected to enter Paris 
In a few days. The order to retreat 
was a bitter disappointment. The 
British crossed tho River Marno on 
the ninth with the French, and on the 
tenth captured 1,500 men, four great 
guna, Bix machine guns and llfty trans- 
portB. 

The Germans of the right army 
seemed demoralized. They were with- 
out food and eurrcndered readily. The 
continued advance, General French 
says, has delighted tho troops. 
Text of Statement Issued. 

Following Is the atatomcnl na Issued 
by the official press bureau: 

"Tho following report is compiled 
from Information sent from tho head- 
c^mrterB of Field Marshal Sir John 
French, commander-in-chief of the 
British expeditionary forces on the 
continent, under date of September 11. 
This account carrlee the operations 
from the fourth to the tenth of Sep- 
tember, both days Inclusive. 

"It win be remembered that the gen- 
eral position of our troops on Sunday, 
September 6, waa stated to be south 
of the River Marno, with the French 
forces In line on our right and left. 
Practically there had been no change 
Blnce Saturday, September 3, which 
marked the end of our army'a long re- 
tirement from tho Belgian frontier 
through northern Franco. 

Change In German Tactics. 

"On Friday. September 4, It became 
apparent that there was an alteration 
in tho advance of almost tho whole 
of the flrat Gorman army. That army, 
since .the battle near Mens on August 
23, had been playing its part In a co- 
loeaal alrategic endeavor to create a 
Sedan for the alllea by outflanking and 
enveloping the left of .their whole line 
BO aa to encircle and drive both the 
British and French to the south. 

"There was now a change In ita ob- 
jective, and it was obaerved that the 
German forcea opposite the Britlah 
were beginning to move In a south- 
easterly direction. Instead of continu- 
ing southwest on to the capital, leav- 
ing a strong rear guard along tho line 
of tho River Ourcq. which flows south 
of and Joins the Marno at Llzy-aur- 
Ourcq, to keep off the French sixth 
army, which by then had been formed 
and was to the northwest of Paris. 

"They . were evidently executing 
what amounted to a Hank march diag- 
onally across our front. 

Attack French Left Flank. 

"Prepared to Ignore the British aa 
being driven out of the fight, they were 
Initiating an effort to attack tho left 
flank of the main French army, which 
stretched In a long, curved line from 
our right towarda the cast, and so 
to carry oiit against It alone an en- 
velopment which so far had failed 
against tho combined forces of the 
allies. 

"On Saturday, the fifth, this move- 
ment on the part of tho Germans waa 
continued and .large advance partloe 
crossed the Marne southward at Trii- 
port. Sammcron, La FerteSous-Jou- 
nrre and Chateau Thierry. There was 
conBlderahlc flghting with tho French 
fifth army on the French- left, which 
fell back from Ita position «outh of 
the Marne towards the Seine. 

"On Sunday large hostile forces 
croeaed the Murno and pushed on 
through Coulommlera and past the 
British right farther to tho easL They 
were attacked at night by tho French 
fifth army, which captured three vil- 
lages at the point of bayonets. 
Advance of Alllea Bjcgun.. 

"On Monday, September 7, there 
waa a general advance on the part of 
tho allica. In this quarter of the field 
our forces, which hud .now been re- 
enforced, puahed on In a northweat- 
erly direction In co-operation with the 
advance of the French fifth army to 
the north and of the French alxth 
army to tho eaatward ngalnst tho Ger- 
man rear guard along the River, 
Ourcq. 

"PoBBlbly weakened by tho detach- 
ment ofjtroopa to the eastern theater 
of operations and realizing that tho 
action of the French eixth army 
against tho line of Ourcq and tho ad- 
vance of the Britlah placed their own 
flanking movement In considerable 
danger of being taken In tho rear ond 
on its fiank. tho Germans on thla day 
commenced to retire toward tho north- 
eaat. 

"Thla waa the flrat sign that those 



troops had turned hack alnco their 
attack on :\ionH a fortnight before, and 
from reporlB received tho order to 
retreat when so cIoko to Pnrla waa a 
bliter dl«appolntment. From Ictlera 
found on dead boUUlth there Is no 
dnubt there waa a general Imprcaalon 
amongst the enemy's troops that thoy 
were about to enter Parl.4. 

Hand-to-Hand Fighting. 
"On Tuesday, September S. tho Gor- 
man movement northeastward wna 
continued. Their rear guards on the 
nouth of the Marne were being 
pre.ised back to that river by our 
troopfl and by tho French on our right, 
tho latter capturing three villages 
after a hand-to-hand flght and tho la- 
fiicllon of severe lop« on the enemy. 

"The flghting along tho Ourcq con- 
tinued on this day and was of the moat 
sanguinary charnclor, for tho Ger- 
mans had massed a great force of ai^ 
tillery along this line. Few of their 
infantry were seen by the French. 

"The French fifth army alao mado 
a flerco attack on tho Germans In 
Montniiratl, regaining that place. 

"On Wednesday, September 9, tho 
battle between the ti^ench alxth army 
and what was now tho German fiank 
guard along the Ourcq continued. 

Britlah Take Up Pursuit. 
■ "Tho Britlah corps, overcoming 
nomo resiatanco on tlie Illver Petit 
Morln, crossed the Marne In pursuit of 
the Germans, who now were hastily 
retreating northward. One of our 
corps was delayed by an nbstlnate dfr- 
fonso made by a strong rear guard 
with machine guns at La Ferto-Soua- 
Jouarro. where tho bridge had been 
destroyed. 

"On Thursday. September 10, the 
French sixth army continued Its pres- 
sure on the west, while the fifth army, 
by forced marches, reached tho Hue of 
Chateau Thierry and Dormans on the 
Marne. Our troope also continued the 
pursuit on the north of the latter river, 
and after a considerable amount ot 
flghting captured some 1,500 priaoners, 
four guns, six machine guns and fifty 
transport wagons. 

"Many of the enemy were killed or 
wounded, and tho numerous thick 
woods which dot tho country north of 
the Marne aro filled with -German 
stragglers. Most of them appeared 
to have been without food for at least 
two days. 

Germans Eager to Surrender". 
"Indeed, in this area of tho opera* 
tlons the GermauB acemcd to bo de- 
moralized and inclined to surrender In 
small parties, and tho general altua* 
tlon appears to bo moat favorable to 
the allies. 

"Much brutal and senaelcas damage 
has been done In the villages occupied 
by the enemy. Property has been wan- 
tonly destroyed. Pictures In chateaua 
have been ripped up and houacs gen- 
erally have been pillaged. 

"Interesting incldenta have occurred 
during the flghting. On September 
10 part of our Second army corps ad- 
vanced Into the north and found Itself 
marching parallel with another In- 
fantry force at some little distance 
away. At first It waa thought thla waa 
another British unit. After some time, 
however. It was discovered that It waa 
a body of Germana retreating. 
Germans Caught In Trap. 
"Measures promptly were taken to 
head off the enemy, who were sur- 
rounded and trapped In u sunken r,oad, 
where, over 400 men surrendered. 

"On September 10 a small party un- 
der a noncommissioned ofilcer was cut 
off and surrounded. v\ftcr a desperato 
resistance it waa decided to go 'ou 
fighting to the end. Finally the non- 
commissioned ofllcer and one man. 
only were left, both of them being 
wounded. 

"Tho Germans came up and shouted 
to them, 'Lay down your arma!' Tho 
German commander, however, signed 
to tliem to keep their arms and then 
naked permission to shako hnnda with 
tho wounded noncommissioned ofllcer, 
who was carried off on his atreteher 
with his rifle by his side. 

"One of tho features of the cam- 
paign on our aide has boon tho succeaa 
obtained by the Royal Flying corps. 
Praise to British Avfators. 
"It is ImposHlble either to award too 
much praise to our aviators for the 
way they have carried out their dutlea 
or to overestimate tho value of the In- 
telligence collected, more especially 
during the recent advance. 

"The conatant object ot our aviators 
has been to ertect un accurate location 
of the enemy's forcoa, and, Incidental- 
ly, since the operations cover so large 
an area, of our own units. 

"NevertheleaB. the tactica adopted 
for dealing with hostile air craft are 
to attack them Instantly with one or 
more Britlah mach^iiee. Thla haa been 
so far succesaful that In five caaea 
German pilots or observers have been 
shot while In the air and their ma- 
chlnea brought to tho ground. Aa a 
consequence the Britlah flyhig corps 
hna succeeded In eatabllahing an 'in- 
dividual ascendancy which la as aet^ 
ylceahle to^ ua as it la damaging to 



the enemy.'

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STEAMER, LEGGETT GOES DOWl 
OFF OREGON COAST \U A 
FIERCE GALE. 
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ONLY TWO MEN Ai^E SAVED 



Survivor Picked Up by Another 
Vessel Relates a Thrilling Tale of 
Reicue From the Waters of tho Pa* 
clflo Ocean. 



Portland, Ore.* Sept. 22.— Between 
Bevonty and eighty men, women and 
children, coiabtwlHo pasBongerfl and 
crew, on tho three-rrinsted steam 
schooner rrancls H, Leggett were 
drowned when tho Lcggott was 
pounded to pieces In a gale CO mllea 
south of the mouth of the Columbia 
river Saturday. 

Alexander Farrcll, the only survivor 
to reach land thus far, recounted 
how, In the height of the storm, Cap- 
tain J. Jensen of San Francisco, a 
pasBongor, who lost his own ship alx 
months ago, and for four months suc- 
ceeding was marooned on an unhab- 
Ited Island, came to the aid of Captain 
Moro of the. Lcggott, took command 
of tho passengers and .controlled them 
until she sank, taking him with her. 

The other rescued passenger, George 
H. Pullman of Winnipeg, Canada, Is 
onboard the Buck, which Is now lying 
off the Columbia bar awaiting calmer 
wtiather before crbaalng In. 

Farrcll, who had recovered consid- 
erably, from his exhaustion, said the 
Leggett carried a full llbt of pasaen- 
gere, between forty and fifty, while the 
crew numbered about twenty-five. 

"Tho craft carried a full load of 
lumber." said Farrell. "Almost im- 
mediately after leaving Gray's Harbor, 
Wash,, we ran Into heavy weather, 
which Increased In violence until 
morning, when It was blowing a ter- 
rific gale. 

"Shortly after noon the crew began 
to Jettison the deckloud, and most of 
tho passengers were driven below to 
keep them out of harm's way. Sud- 
denly a terrific sea tore open a hatch, 
the water pouring In In torrents and 
tho vessel lurched to ono side and 
capsized. All this occurred within a 
few minutes, but In the meantime tho 
crew launched two boats, one contain- 
ing two women and four men and tho 
other with four women and their hus- 
bands on board. 

"It was at that moment that tho 
only excitement occurred. As the sec- 
ond boat was being prepared some 
men rushed for It, but Captain Jensen 
made them stand back, saying he 
would shoot the first man who stepped 
aboard until all the women were cared 
for. The effort was useless, however, 
for as soon as the small boats struck 
the water, they capsized, and all In 
them were lost. 

"I was standing near the bridge 
when the steamer went over. I went 
down with the suction, how far I can- 
not say, but It was a long way. For- 
tunately I was able to grab a floating 
tie. Probably thirty people were In 
sight when I first came to tho sur- 
face, hanging to pieces of wreckage, 
but they su.ccumbed one by one until 
there were only five of us left.; 

"Ono of thoso was the wireless op- 
erator and the other three besides my- 
self were women. The latter kept afloat 
until nearly dark, when they too dis- 
appeared. It must have been about 
3:10 In tho afternoon when the Leg- 
gett turned turtle, and It was ono 
o'clock In tho raomlng before I was 
picked up." 

Farrell said the wlseless operator 
clung to a railway tie until a woman 
was tossed against him by the waves. 
He helped her grasp hold of tho tie. 
but It was not large enough to hold 
them both above tho surface. Real- 
izing the situation, the man let go and 
sank.

Ala., Sept. 21.— Eight per- 
sona are known to be dead, two fa- 
tally and more than a score seriously 
hurt as a result of the derailment of 
fast train No. 2 on the Alabama Great 
Southern railroad near Klondike sta- 
tion. Of the dead five are white men 
and on a white baby. 

Engineer Joneo and a white woman 
are fatally Injured. The train ran Into 
an open switch while running at full 
speed. The engine, baggage and ex- 
press cars and three coaches left the 
rails, the wooden couches smashing to 
kindling wood.

Farmers in all parts of the country 
are watching with interest an experi- 
ment which ia i eing made in Brooks 
county, Georgia. The GeorRia farmers 
objected to the commercial system un- 
der which they were ret'eiving but 
seven oni eight cents a pound for the 
pork which they raised, while they saw 
the ham and bacon of commerce re- 
tailing in their own markets for 25 
cents a pound. They resolved to re- 
establish the ante-bellum smokehouses 
on their farms and immediately carried 
the resolution into effect. Through co- 
operation they have commenced mark- 
eting their products in the finished 
form. They find that the profits which 
they make from curing their own 
meats are relatively larger, considering 
the time and expense involved, than 
thoae-^bich they were receiving from 
marketing hogs on the hoof. The re- 
markable thing about this profitable ex- 
perience is that it has not been worked 
out in any of the grain centers or near 
any of the country's great markets* 
but in a remote county back in the 
extreme southern part of Georgia, in a 
"one crop'* section, and that crop 
cotton. 
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The manner in which these genteel 
gunmen who deal in printers' supplies 
have whooped up the prices on every- 
thing used around a newspaper ofllce is 
simply kloaoaterous. The ink factoriea 
have ahot the price of news ink up to a 
point that makes Gilderoy's justly fam- 
ous kite look like a sunken submarine. 
The paper barons as if they thought 
their wood pulp product ought to bring 
as much as India bible stock. And 
type!

Even Aunt 
Mandy Jackson, in her sealed bid for 
washing our towel, quotes a figure of 
50 percent higher than that quoted 
when we were thinking of having it 
washed last year. At that, we could

resorts In the North where hay fever 
victims fly as to so many sanctuaries, 
are not free of the goldenrod. Wo 
doubt If one of the refuges, If It is 
not a mere lump of rock In the lake, 
can truly eay that no goldenrod 
parades Its treasure within the vi- 
cinity.

Kor the first 75 years of our national oxiBtenco the public bulldlnga were 
put up in a sort of haphazard way. Commlaalons appointed by tho secre- 
tary of tho treasury sdected the nrchltect of fa building and attended to all 
the details of Its conBtruction. The result was tliat nb fixed Idea waa car- 
ried out. and our. earlier public buildings had no uniformity of design at all. 
Today It Is different. Uncle Sam has become an architect on his own 
account, and he is designing hlo own buildings. Tho re8»It 1h that one may 
now recognize tho new federal buildings of tho country on sight by their, 
uniformity of style. There Is Just enough diversity In detail to prevent too 
much similarity, 

.In times past the government roamed tho whole world over to find new 
Ideas in architecture, ond In tho older federal buildings one may sec every- 
thing from the Gothic down to tho nonmnesquo. But after trying thorn all 
tho dasaic style baood on the beat French and English influence as illustrated 
by the Senate office building In this dty.has been decided upon as embody- 
ing the best that there Is In beauty and utility in architecture.

for tho prevention of the. spread of tu- 
berculosis. 

4. The maintenance of educational 
or loglsluttve activities which have for 
their object the prevention of Infection 
-with tuberculosis.
